To assemble your FANTOM 1 LIGHTNING* vacuum, 
assemble the Hose, Wand and Powerhead by fitting 
together at jOtrtts 1 * 2. and 3.

First, insert the Hose into the Swivel Neck on top 
of the main unit. To release, press the colored 
button on top of Swivel Neck. 

Next, rtsen tne Handle into the large end of the 
Wand until you near a click . To release, press the 
colored button on the Wand and pull the handle out 
whtto tho button is depressed. 

3. Finally, insert the smaller end of the Wand into the 
Powerhead Neck. To release, depress the upper 
colored pedal on the Powerhead Neck and remove.

A. POWER CORD RELEASE AND REWIND: 

(Figure 3) 

Trio Power Cord « located underneath tho Tool 
Storage Compartment at the back right hand side 
of Ihe vacuum. To pun out the Cord, grab hold oi 
the pull tab on the Plug, and pui out to desired 
length. To rewind, press on the Power Cord Rewind 
Switch located above the right wheel and hoW. The 
Power Cord Rewind Swrtch is marked:

B. SWITCHES: (Figure 4) 

On/Off Unit Power Switch: 

To turn your FANTOM* LIGHTNING' vacuum on or 
off. pfoss the switch clown with your toot or hand. 
The switch is located above the left wheel marked

C. UPRIGHT WAND RELEASE: (Figure 5) 
To release the Wand from its upright-storage 
position, simply press the bottom colored Pedal 
located behind the Powerhead. and pull the Wand 
back into a comfortable position in your hand to 
vacuum. 




D. CARPET HEIGHT ADJUSTMENT ON 
POWERHEAD: (Figure 6) 

There are tour specific height adjustments controlled 
by the carpet height adjustment dial located on tho 
top ol tho Powerhead.

E. CARRYING HANDLE: (Figure 7)

F. STAIR CLEANING (Figure 8) 

The FANTOM LIGHTNING vacuum has a unique 
STAIRHUGGER design that allows the vacuum 
to 5ft on the stairs. 

There are also rubber stoppers on the base of the 
vacuum to provide additional gripping on stairs 
without carpets. 

To lift your FANTOM LIGHTNING vacuum from 
stair to stair, simply grasp the Wack Carrying 
Handle on the mam unit of the vacuum.

For Owners with the Mini Powerhead Accessory: 

The Mini Powerhead is a truty romarkablo cleaning 
tool. The Mini Powerhead * ideal for stairs, 
upholstery and getting into small areas. 
The Mini Powerhead will attach to either the 
Handle or Wand depending on the need and can 
be used on bare floors or carpels. To turn the 
Rotating Brush on for vacuuming carpets, simply 
turn on the Switch located on the handle I .

G. BARE FLOOR CLEANING (Figure 9) 

To clean bare floors set the Height Adjustment Dial 
on the bare floor setting, with the Dial located to 
the lar left when facing the Powertiead. 

Turn off the Rotating Brush on the Powerhead by 
flipping the Switch located on the Handle. You wJI 
notice the green light on the Brush Status Indicator 
will turn oft 



For owners with the Floor Nozzle Accessory: 

The optional Bare Floor Nozzle $ tdeal for tadciing 
tougher cleaning jobs on bare floors To use the 
Floor Nozzle accessory turn off the power Then 
release the Powerhead from the Wand by pressing 
the Wand Release Pedal Place the Wand end into 
the neck of the Floor Nozzle accessory, turn the 
unit on and begin vacuuming bare floors.

J. KEEPING THE ROTATING BRUSH 
CLEAN 

The Rotating Brush on the Powerhead b designed 
to perform effectively for long periods of time. 
However, hair, string, and other debris can 
accumulate. Check the brush for accumulation. 



NOTE: 

1 , WARNING: Unplug machine before cleaning out 
brush area as brush could suddenly restart. 

2. See MAINTENANCE SECTION of this manual 
for the removal of debris and blockages. 



K, STORAGE (Figure 11) 

To store your FANTOM* LIGHTNING* vacuum you 
can disassemble the vacuum by following the 
instructions under Unit AssemUy on page 4 and 
sto?e m a convenient location. If you choose to 
keep your FANTOM LIGHTNING assembled, put 
the Wand in its upright-storage positon by gently 
pushing the Wand forward until you hear a click. 

For owners with the optional Storage Step 
Accessory: Compact storage is easy with the 
Storage Sep. 

To Assemble the Storage Step: 



1. Insert each end ol the Floor Tube 
into the two bottom holes of the

To Store the Vacuum: (Figure 11) 

1 4 Put the Wand into its upright storage position by 
gently pushing the Wand forward until il clicks. 

2. Place the Base of the Vacuum on the Support Tube 
and sJide the Powerhead underneath the Main 
Base Support in its uprtght storage position. 

3. Store both the Floor Mozzle and Mini Powerhead 
on their respective Supports, 



L OVERLOAD PROTECTION 

Main Unit: 

The FANTOM LIGHTNING vacuum has an Overload 
Protection System that is designed to shut the Motor 
off if it is subjected to an excessive load. 

If tht$ happens to you, turn oft the machine and 
unplug it from the electncal source. Let it sit for hatf 
an hour (30 minutes). This machine has a Sort- 
Resetting Overload Protector which automatically 
corrects itself. After 30 minutes, replug the 
machine <nto its electrical source* and turn on. 



NOTE: If you are vacuuming in a very hot room, the 
cooling time couU take longer. 



Powerhead: 

WARNING: Unpfuy machine before cleaning out 
brush area as brush could suddenly restart. 

If your Rotating Brush jams, the Brush Status 
Indicator light on the Powerhead will automatically 
turn red. If this happens, turn off the power at the 
Handle and the main unit and unplug the vacuum. 
Check for an obstruction at the Rotating Brush 
Assembly and dean it out. If nothing is there, then 
you can plug in your vacuum and begin again. 

For owners with the Mini Powerhead Accessory: 

If the Mmi Powerhead Accessory Jams at the 
Rotating Brush Assembly, turn off the power at the 
Handte and main unit and wiplug the vacuum. 
Check for an obstruction at the Rotating Brush 
AssemWy and clean It out- Turn the Mini Powerhead 
over on its back, and press the red Reset Button 
located on the base. Then plug in and turn back on.

NOTE: If. when you turn it back on. nothing happens, 
then you will know that there is still an obstruction in 
the Rotating Brush. Check for the obstruction before 
vacuumng again. 



On Board Tools 

The Tool Storage Compartment is located behind 
the vacuum exhaust. Thus, clean, warm air passes 
through this compartment to exit the machine. II 
the machine has been running it is normal fo; the 
on board tools to feel warm to the touch when you 
remove them from the storage compartment. 
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MAINTENANCE 

A. REMOVING A BLOCKAGE (Figure 12) 

There are three possible areas where a blockage 
COUW occur in your FANTOfvT LIGHTNING* vacuum. 

Wand: 

Disengage the Wand from the Handle and the Pow- 
erhead. and use a straight pole to dislodge the 
Blockage. 




Powerhead: 

WARNING: Unplug machine before cleaning out 
bmsh area as brush couW suddenly restart. 

tf a blockage occurs, it is somewhere between the 
Rotating Brush Assembty and the Powerhead Neck 
First, press down on the Wand Release Pedal to 
release the Wand from the Powerhead Neck. Then, 
press the Upright Release Poda) down so thai the 
Powerhead Neck moves into a horizontal position. 
Fmafy, push a long firm narrow object, like a thin 
screwdriver down the Neck portion of the Power- 
head unit and dislodge obstruction.

B. REMOVING HEPA FILTER CARTRIDGE. 

(Figure 13) 

Ensure the Main Power Switch on the vacuum ts off. 
Open the top of the main unit. Note that the HEPA 
Fitter sits on the bottom inside base of tho vacuum. 
Reach down and pull up on the back of tho HEPA 
Filter and pull it out 




C. INSERTING A NEW HEPA FILTER 
CARTRIDGE. 

To replace the HEPA Fitter, locate the side of the 
HEPA Fitter that has three ribs. Orient the filter so 
that the rubber seal is facing up. Locate the three 
angled tabs on the inskle base of the vacuum. 
Sice the bottom ledge o* the filter under the three 
tabs *kJ push the HEPA Fitter down unW it locks 
into p*ace. 



How to extend the life of your HEPA Absolute Air 
Filter: Your HEPA Filter should last one to two years 
under normal household deamng conditions like 
vacuummg living rooms, hallways, bedrooms, 
kitchens etc 

However. II you leave the HEPA Fitter Cartndge m 
for abnormal domestic cleaning chores, such as 
vacuuming ash from a fireplace, drywall dust or 
sawdust from a carpentry work area, you wiB shorten 
the lite of the Fitter To dean these areas, use a dust 
pan and brush for the excess dirt; then use the 
vacuum tor the residue. 



Swivel Neck: 

The Swivel Neck is easy to inspect for an obstruc* 
tion. Simply, do a visual sighting and remove 
obstruction.

D. PRE-FILTER REMOVAL AND CLEANING 

(Figured) 



IMPORTANT: For optimum performance, clean the 
Pre*Fiiter every time you empty the Collection B*i 



1. Simply place your finger underneath the Finger 
Tab on the Pre-Filter, and lift out. To put back 
in, align Pre-Filter to the opening, and press in. 

2. To clean the Pre-Filter. use soap and water or 
a brush if necesary The Pre-Fiiter is also 
dishwasher safe. 

3. Arways dry the Pro Fitter thoroughly before 
replacing in the machine.
